Gov’t plans 
fluoridation 
of water 


Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 

The Health Ministry is planning to 
add fluoride to ἀσὶπὶ water in 
areas where this chemical is de- 
ficient, Victor Shemtov told the 
Knesset on Monday at question 
time. Some 200 million people in 
35 countries are drinking fluoridated 
water, the 3aid; although in certain 
Other countries the plans had deen 
folled by citizens’ pressure groups. 

Four out of every five 18-year- 
olds in Israel have bad teeth due to 
fluoride dsficiencies, he said. The 
Israeli stctistics indicate a much 
worse situation here than elsewhere. 
Many  sit-year-old kindergarten 
pupils alrcady have seven or eight

A vice-president of the Columbia. Ὁ 
Broadcasting Service, William Small, 
told the Internationa! Press Insti- 
tute assembly in Jerusalem yester- 
day that the ‘Watergate affair 
showed why newsmen should be 
permitted to protect their sources. 

“Watergate is a good example of 
this (protection of sources) be- 
cause almost all of the information 
that was based on us 
sources has been confirmed,” Mr.

He said that there were at pre- 
sent 24 bills before the U.S. Congress 
seeking to give legislative protec- 
tion to the journalist's right to 
his sources secret (“abled laws"). 
But other participants in the dis- 
cussion wondered whether such le- 
gislation might not be counter- 
productive, by opening the door 
to other, less agreeable laws. 

Mr. Small assatied the U.S. ad- 
ministration for exaggerating its 
secrecy practices. He sald some 
200,000 documents each day were 
filed as classified. 

The Assembly also heard an ad- 
dress by Quintin Yuyitung, former 
publisher of the Manfia paper 
“Chinese Commercial News” which 
was closed down by Philippine 
President Ferdinand Marcos.

Smallest foreign producer in Libya 


Hunt firm’s seizure 
only a mild blow 


TRIPOLL — Libya's nationalization 
of the American-owned Bunker Hunt 
oil company, which Col Muammar 
Gaddafi said on Monday was in- 
tended as a “severe blow in the 
face" for the U.S., probably will 
have no more effect than that of 
a mild slap. And it is not expected 
te change the situation for the 
American consumer, or the world oil 
market. 

Bunker Hunt was the smallest 
foreign. producer in Libya's rich 
fields, accounting for about 150,000 
barrels daily or about 5 per cent of 
total Libyan production. And the 
company’s production was constantly 
declining because of the previous 
nationalization of the British Pet- 
roleum Company's interests here. 

BP and Bunker Hunt had held a 
concession in partnership in Libya. 
BP operated the fields and split pro- 
duction with Bunker Hunt. At one 
time, the total production reached 
400,000 barrels daily. 

When Libya nationalized BP's 
foterests, In December 1971, its own 
national oil company continued to 
share production with Bunker Hunt. 
But because of inexperience and the 
lack of trained technicians, produc- 
tion steadily declined. Disputes dev- 
eloped between the national oll com- 
pany and Bunker Hunt over the 
share of production each was to re- 
ceive. 

Since nationalizing BP, Libya has 
been selling its production to Ru- 


mania and Bulgaria, but Gaddafi re- 
cently complained that Bulgaria had 
not paid. Presumably the Bunker 
Hunt oil, if it can be kept flowing, 
will also go to Eastern Europe. 

In Dallas, Texas, the H.L. Hunt 
ofl companies announced that Bun- 
ker Hunt, the son of oil millionaire 
HLL, Hunt, was on his way back 
to the U.S. 

A secretary in the younger Hunt's 
home office issued a news release in 
his name which said that a “situa- 
tion of de facto expropriation has 
existed since May 24, when Hunt 
was denied the right to produce and 
export oil” 


‘REVOLUTIONARY ANSWER’
